It has been discovered that for years 
the taxpayers have been cheated and 
their money has been stolen. The peo- 
ple of Stone County pay ‘ito the County 
Treasury $8009 a year in taxes. The only 
thing the county has to show for this is 
a frame Courthouse, not bigger than 
an ordinary farmhouse, 
about $300). 

In the whole county there is net.an- 
other improvement that was 
the taxpayers’ $8000 a year. 
Stone County there is. not 
bridge, and it has many 
two large rivers. 

The legitimate expenses of the coun- 
ty are low, out of the $000 a year the 
county ought to have saved $3000, ac- 
cording to experts, but instead of a 
saving there was always a deficit and 
the county is $22,500 in debt.

Archduke Leopold of the Austrian royal fam- 
ily, who created a sensation several years ag9 
by renouncing his rank to marry an actress, se- 
cured a divorce from her in Switzerland, where 
he lived with her as “Mr. and Mrs. Woelfing.” 
The cause alleged for the divorce was that Mrs. 
Woelfing had joined a religious sect which prac- 
tices rigorous self-denial and does not bathe. 
This revelation was followed by what promises 
to develop into the greatest international scandal 
in years. Forced by public opinion, Count von 
Moltke filed suit for libel against Maximilian 
Harden, the audacious Berlin editor, whose 
guarded revelations of the immoralities of the in- 
ner court circle, known as the “Knights of the 
Round Table,” has deeply excited the German 
public and forced the Emperor to clear himse’f 
of responsibility for those who have been his in- 
timate friends, by disgracing some of them. The 
morals of this inner circle of aristocratic Berlin, 
which are thus threatened with complete expos- 
ure, are suggested in advance as those of the im- 
perial inner circle at the court of Nero. 


Part of the mystery which has helped to make 
the Wright Brothers of Ohio famous has been 
the supposed anxiety of the German Government 
to buy the secret of their airship for war pur- 
poses. Berlin cablegrams announced during the 
week that the German Government finds the 
Wright machine “of little use for war’ and “mor? 
suitable for acrobatic than for military purposes.” 
This does not wholly condemn the machine which 
has been so often reported as the “solution of 
the problem of aerial navigation without gas.” 
If it will actually move through the air without 
gas, its usefulness for acrobatic purposes will 
be enough for the time being. Perhaps the Wright 
brothers may now make up their minds to show 
it actually in motion at the St. Louis aeromobile 
and balloon races this fall. 


Strikes during the week increased without caus- 
ing notable disturbance of the peace except in 
New York City, where, as a result of the strike 
of the drivers of city garbage carts, a bomb was 
thrown at a group of several policemen. Though 
evidently of the Fourth of July, cannon cracke; 
type, it had enough of the forces of criminal 
purpose in it to knock down two of the officers 
of the law. In the case of the telegraplers’ strike, 
with its seat. of trouble in San Francisco, the 
whole country was menaced with “sympathetic 
strike” to support the San Francisco demands. 
Striking plumbers and other mechanics declare 
that the price of living has been forced up on 
them beyond the increase of wages. The general 
result promised this year in such contention of 
“organized labor” with monopoly is compromise, 
which leaves the “unorganized labor” of the pro- 
fessions, of the farm and of commercial employ-/ 
ments to bear the burden of the increased cost of 
living, including the cost of the compromises. 


United States marshals and deputy marshals, 
armed with.the processes of the Federal courts, 
in the shape of subpenaes from Judge Landis, 
found several minor magnates of the Standard 
Oil Co. in New York early in the week and sum- 
moned them to Chicago. The hunt for John D. 
Rockefeller began in Ohio, where deputies were 
first refused admission to the ‘‘Forest Hill estate.” 
After being finally admitted and failing to find 
him, they guarded the place and continued the 
search in Cleveland. Other officers who sought 
him on the Prentice estate, ‘‘Taconic Lodge,” in 
Massachusetts, could not find him there and 
were told he was not there. After leaving the 
place, one of them returned suddenly and found 
him. Thus, after a hunt from State to State, he 
Was served in person, on the eve of the Fourth cf 
July, with the notice that laying aside all man- 
ner of excuses and delays, he must answer the 
summons of the United States in person, “under 
penalty” of the law. Until Mr. Rockefeller and 
all other evaders of court processes are brought 
into court and aré “made to understand that they 
have no privileges over the humblest citizen under 
the law, the processes of court will be regarded as 
more or less of a farce. 





AMERICAN MORAL FORCE. 
The latest report of the American Consul-Gen- 
eral to Liberia describes it as a land of oppor- 
tunity, where ‘intelligence may easily extract 


fortune from improved conditions.” He rein- 
forces general information with appetizing de- 
tails of the Liberian orange crop, unequaled for 
“size, ffavor, lusciousness and sweetness.” But 
as an anti-climax for all this, we have the ‘n- 
formation that “only about fifty colored people 
from the United States settled in Liberia last 
year.” 
As this is the sixtieth year of the independence 
of Liberia, its usefulness as a “door of hope” 
through which to escape the “race problem” is 
manifestly over. It -erved its own purpose with 
Henry Clay as president of the Liberia Coloniza- 
tion Society, and with good men in Missouri and 
every other State in the Union working earnestly 
in the attempt to keep it interposed between the 
worst in the politics of their generation and -he 
Civil War which they saw as the threat of the 
worst. 

A failure in that respect, it is still a distin- 
guished success in another and more important 
respect. As a republic, it represents the only 
colonization ever done by this cuvuntry under a 
constitutional “colonial policy,” with both the 
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
“following the flag.” It stands for American moral 
force as power against the worlas spirit of co- 
ercion. 

It is an American “colony” in the true sense, 
as it was actually colonized by original’ settles 
from the United states, peacably and lawfully. 
Conquest and the “right of conquest” did not fig- 
ure in its foundation. It cost little or nothing 
to estabiish it and it has cost nothing at all to 
“pacify” it. All the American money spent ‘n 
putting it on the map would hardly build a battle-|

So, though only about fifty American colonists 
now settle annually in Liberia, Liberia, with no 
other support than this original moral support of 
the United States, stays on the map as a republi> 
through a period when the English colonial sys- 
tem wipes out the two strongest republics of 
Africa. ‘the Liberians, under the self-govern- 
ment the United States actually gave them, do not 
lead a strenuous life. If they work no harder 
than they can help, they are as far from “lapsing 
into barbarism” as they are from developing ra- 
pacity as a feature of the strenuous life. 

This is interesting, but the main point is that 
though in political power and in everything which 
makes a country formidable, the little republic 
is a joke at the expense of the United States, the 
genuineness of the Americanism in their pur- 
pose which founded it, makes it still so respecta- 
ble in the eyes of the civilized world that its 
place on the map of Africa is as secure as the 
place of the United States on the map of North 
America. Undisturbed in its apparent helpless- 
ness, it is a living example of the meaning and 
the power of American moral force. 

Before the summer adjournment, the Municipal 
Assembly ought to provide for the preliminary 
work on the free bridge.

And she said, The Philistines be upon thee, Sam- 
son.”

GETTING BACK; TO LIFE.

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SAFETY APPLIANCES AT SEA. 

Despite the fact that the great size and power of 
transatlantic ships and the habit of following the 
same tracks in voyaging from points of departure to 
points of destination have greatly decreased the risks 
of life at sea, at the same time the long record of 
wrecks, accompanied by more or less loss of life, 
which is made up annually, proves that if the dan- 
gers of the sea have been diminished they have not 
yet by any means been eliminated. A very much 
heavier volume of traffic and a much larger number 
of voyagers are carried to sea than wag ever before 
the case, hence when disasters do occur a very much 
larger number of people and a vastly greater money 
value are imperiled than has ever been the case here- 
tefore. 

In order to overcome this risk which the navigator 
is exposed in fog and thick weather a system of sub- 
marine signals has been invented and has been quite 
extensively adopted, which, if it proves to be all 
claimed for it, promises to relieve the proximity 
of treacherous coasts of much of their risk. The 
submarine signaling device consists of a bell sub- 
merged below lightships, or attached to bu0Oys or 
submerged near the entrance to a port. The bells 
are automatically struck so that each hell gives a 
distinct and separate code signal. As is well Known, 
scund travels a long distance under water, and un- 
der the new system of submarine signals ships are 
provided with receivers below the water line on each 
bow, with electrical attachments to receive and 
transmit the sounds picked up in the water. By 
means of a dial and telephone receivers in the pilot- 
house or on the bridge of the ship, connected by 
wire with the apparatus on elther bow below the 
water line, the bell signals can be distinctly heard by 
the navigator, and he is enabled to ascertain by 
manipulating the apparatus from what direction the 
scund comes and the approximate distance of the 
bell. 
to a published code, it is possible to determine by lis- 
tening to the sounds just what particular bell is 
heard. This, of course, is important where several 
submarine bells are located in close proximity to 
one another. 


DIAMONDS FROM COAL. 

The popular reference to coal as “black diamonds” 
is nearer the truth than would seem possible on the 
surface, says the Dundee Advertiser. Between the 
two there is, so to speak, a blood relation, diamonds 
being, in fact, crystallized carbon. According to the 
latest experiments, acetylene would seem to be 
viewed as to the connecting link between the two. 
From acetylene there has been obtained by M. Hu- 
ban, an engineer, a fine color of the tint’ Known 
aus smoke black, while two chemists, MM. Caro and 
Franck, pursuing research into the essential prop- 
erties of acetylene still further by subjecting it to 
a temperature of 1600 degrees, obtained hard graph- 
ite, which is ‘‘coal’’ of a highly superior order, and 
is thought to stand midway between ordinary coal 
and the diamond crystals, which they think can be 
obtained by further pressure. 

A TIDAL POWER PLANT. 
A plant for compressing air by the flow of sea- 
water between large tidal basins is to be built next 
spring on the Maine coast near South Thomaston. 
The compressed air is to be transmitted a consider- 
able distance through pipes and used to operate quar- 
ry machinery, trolley roads, and factories. The 
working of this plant will be watched with interest 
by engineers, for although ‘“‘tide-mills’’ are as old as 
history, attempts to utilize tidal energy on a large 
scale have not met with success. William O. Web- 
ber, the designer, writes of the forthcoming attempt 
as follows in Engineering News (New York) as ab-

This would, therefore, realize about 5000 
horsepower on the basis of 70 per cent efficiency of 
the compressing apparatus, which should be easily 
Obtained, as the tests of other plants * * 
given much higher efficiencies. * * *®

/and factories of the country within a 20-mile radius. 
'Contrary to the usually preconceived notions, it is 
practicable to transmit compressed air through ‘pipes,

| that the leakage is very slight, and the four years’ 
,experience at Norwich, Conn., shows the leakage to 
be nil. Hydraulically compressed air being a perfect- 
jly dry gas, the frictional resistance, in good, smooth- 
| coated pipe, is remarkably low, and velocities of 50 
| to 70 feet a second are admissible. The cost of pipe- 
lines is not so greatly in excess of electrical] trans- 
|mission lines, when the cost of step-up ana step- 
down transformers, etc., is taken into consideration. 

“There are many tidal basins along the coasts of 
, the temperate zones, between the 40th and 50th par- 
'allels of latitude, which are commercially capable of 
| developing in this manner an unfailing source of 
power. Moreover, this source of power has no dry 
| Season in the summer, and the cutting off of forests 
‘does not affect it. This power can be made available 
|many miles inland from the shore at comparatively 
low costs, and, with the single exception of lighting, 
can be turned into useful work in direct competition 
with electrical power.”’ 

MONO-RAILWAY. 

Formal announcement was made of a proposal] to 
build a four-track elevated mono-railroag between 
Newark and Jersey City. The neceSsary capita] has 
been obtained to finance the undertaking, which, it 
is predicted by Rapid Transit Commissioner John 
H. Starin, will prove the forerunner of rapid 
changes in railroading. 

The system is that invented’ by Howard H. Tunis, 
a civil engineer of Baltimore. The car ig 47 feet 
long and 6 feet wide and pointed at both ends to di-

HATEVER way you determine to 
work out the details of this problem, 
two principles are fundamental: First, the f 
community cannot afford to reverse the order 
of evolution by sacrificing the child to family 
poverty, ignorance, or greed; second, any 
kind of work that must be done 1s worth a 
living. 

EAVY burdens laid on the undeveloped shoul- 
ders of children produce an exhaustion and 
moral fatigue from which society suffers. 

_hirty per cent of the lodgers in Chicago municipal 

, lodging houses began work before they were 13, while 
an additional 25 per cent began in their fourteenth 
year. 

Children beginning in simple industries too early in 
life are prevented from the development of efficient 

 Wage-earning capacity. A special report recently is- 

_ Sved in Massachusetts shows that children who go to 

‘work at 12 or 14 years have earned less money at 

18 than those who remained in school until 16, and 
who have been working only two years. 

In default of anything that can be dignified by the 
name “‘apprenticeship’’ in modern industry, the child 

_§s kept for years upon some simple process, which de- 
velops neither mind nor body. When he reaches ma- 

' jority time is gone and opportunity is gone. Mental 
atrophy is the price of condemning a child for five 
or ten years to work that calls for the monotonous 
activity of only two or three muscles, and makes no 
draft upon the brain. 

The unskilled labor growing out of this neglect is 
a policy of wealth suicide. There is no work from 
the gathering of garbage to the painting of a pic- 
ture which cannot be done better with skill than 
without skill. 

The outcast girl who walks the street with her 

“helpless babe in her arms, vainly searching for work, 
is turned from the door not alone from lack of sym- 
pathy. The trouble is not so much that she has 
sinned as that she does not know how to do any- 
thing. The years that should have been given to 
preparation for intelligent and useful activity have 
been lost. She has developed the responsibilities of 
maturity, not its capacities. She can neither sew, 
nor cook, nor keep a house. She, therefore, comes 
upon the charitable agencies of a community to be 
educated at a great expense for some kind of sim- 
ple labor. 

The employment of children in industries that oth- 
erwise would utilize men is a blow at the standard 
of living, through the degradation of the labor mar- 
ket. This works on the well-known economic prin- 
ciple that the inferior medium of exchange always 
tends to divide out the superior. In one of our East- 
ern cities I found the other day a new kind of child 
labor—the assenibling of parts of vest buckles, requir- 
ing labor of about two days and extremely exhaust- 
ing to the eyes, will bring a reward of 35 cents. Such 
parasitic industry eats the life of the ill-nourished 
women and helpless children, absorbing years that 
should kave been given to development. 

To contend that without child labor the poor will 
suffer is a confession of social inefficiency too shame- 
ful to be made.

Policy of Withdrawing Members From Legis- 
lative Body Unpopular Because of a Desire 
for Revenge Upon English.

Irish people. 


The great grazing ranches, where they 
Line take the places of the farmers, 

are as yet not broken up, anid the lat- 

ter are resorting to a policy of driving 

the cattle off the lands. 

This is one of tie most ingenious 
means as yet adopted to force the hands 
of refractory lendlor’s and compel them 
to accept the very fair terms offered 
t~ the estate commissioners under the 
iand purchase act. Several prosecu- 
‘fons have been instituted against per- 
sens charged with cattle driving, and 
a few convictions had. "here is no 
doubt that the farmers are thoroughly 
tustified in the adoption of t!:'s policy. 
whe owners of these tracts are a‘l non- 
residents, who have either obtained pos- 
session of the land through raising the 
rents of the tenantty and ‘afterwards 
evicting them, or by purchasing the land 
for purely speculative purposes. The 
country here is badly congested and 
farmers holding tracts varying from 
five ts thirty acres are huddled togeth- 
er upon the sides of barren mounteinse— 
almost within sight:«#f the rich grazing 
lands from which they or their imme- 
diate ancestors have been evicted. 


Farmers Struggle for Living. 

Most of these farmers’ holdings are 
admitted to be uneconomic and incapa- 
ble of supporting the families ‘iving up- 
on them. Indeed, it would not be pos- 
sible for these families to exist if it 
were not for the fact that many have 
relatives in America who are very gen- 
erous to them, and the men from these 
families work in England during har- 
vesting operations in that country and 
by that means raise the rents which 
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they contrive to pay. A great déal of 
poverty is found in these districts. 
‘“‘Necessity has no law,” and it is fu- 
tile to preach toleration or respect for 
property rights to a starving people. 
- The Board of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction, apparently devised as 
a means of promoting industries in Ire- 
land and disseminating among the far- 
mers a more scientific knowledge of 
agriculture, .has utterly failed of its 
object by reason of the incompetence 
and extravagance of its managers. On 
all sides it appears to be the unanimous 
sentiment that the measures desifned 
by Bfitish Government to alleviate con- 
ditions in ireland has, under the man- 
agement of Dublin Castle _ officials, 
proved a makeshift, and the only reme- 
dy which can effectually rewove the 
barriers to Ireland’s indusiriai and in- 
tellectual progress is a native Parlia- 
ment composed of men thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the situaticn in the coun- 
try and the practica! needs 


Will Fight in Parliament, 


The policy of withdrawing the Irish 
members from thé Birtish Parliament 
finds absolutely no support fn Iréland. 
Bad as conditions are, they would be 
infinitely worse were it not for the 
various amellorative laws wrung from 
successive British Governments within 
the past 25 years, and it is. felt that 
British legislators must be taught that 
so long as Ireland is denied the right of 
self-government and continues to be 
ruled by a set of foreigners in Dublin 
Castle, they must pay the penalty in 
having Ireland’s claims forced upon 
their attention éven at the most in- 
convenient times. ? 

The Shin Fein policy can only become 
effective when it is demonstrated that 
no further concessions could be gained 
by agitation, and a national convention 
had adopted it as the policy of the Irish 
people. To permit the bloated official- 
dom of Dublin Castle to continue with- 
out protest or active effort to demol- 
ish the system, would be an act of 
lunacy upon the part of the responsible 
leaders of the people. For incompe- 
ence, for extravagance, for absolute dis- 
regard of the actual needs of the people, 
the British Government of Ireland is 
without parallel in the history of na- 
tlons. Let me give a few illustrations 
of this: 

What Ireland Must Pay. 

There is imposed upon Ireland an or- 
namental official figurehead who repre- 
sents the sovereign in the shape of the 
Lord-Lieutenant, an official who, in ad- 
dition to two oficial ‘residences and a 
salary of $100,000 a year, has $35,000 per 
annum for his household expenses. He 
has a chief secretary, a private secre- 
tary to the chief secretary, an under 
secretary to the private secretary, and 
a private secretary to the under #ecre- 
tary, all of them drawing princely sal- 
aries, and the list of these jobs would 
be extended, very likely, if the English 
language could be further stretched to 
give an additional jobholder a name. 

The salaries of the officials I have 
just mentioned are paid from the Trish 
exchequer directly and do not come 
out of the official allowance made to 
the Lord-Lieutenant. The representative 
of British royalty in Ireland is provided 
with the following officials in his house- 
hold: 

A private (household) secretary, a 
military private eecretary, an assistant 
private secretary, a state steward, a 
comptroller, a gentleman usher, a cham- 
berlain, a master of ie s.orse, an Ulster 
king of arms, three gentlemen in. walt- 
ing, an extra gent in waiting, four aldes- 
de-camp, nine extra aides-de-camp, two 
physicians In crdinary, two surgeons in 
ordinary, one surgeon to the household, 
one surgeon-dentist in ordinary, one 
chaplain, one subdean.

The salaries of of- 
fice holders have suffered no diminu- 
tion, while there has been a Steady de- 
cline in the population. 

From 1851 to December, 1881, 2,800,000 
persons emigrated from Ireland. Care- 
ful statisticians have informed me that 
nearly two millions more have left the 
country since that time. In 1951 there 
were 8,500,000 In Ireland, and the popula- 
tion now numbers less than four mil- 
lions. There were nearly one-half a mil- 
lion paupers in Ireland, according to of- 
ficial records of the poorhouses in 18S1, 
and the number has been very little re- 
duced up to the present time. 


Blanket on Progress, 


To continue a system, of government 
which produces such frightful results as 


these is utterly at variance with the | 


progress of the world and of political 
economy in the service of governments. 
It could not stand even against the bet- 
ter racial prejudice of Englishmen—now 
happily disappearing—were it not for 
the fact that this swarm of overpaid 


officials have thoroughly entrepched 
themselves in power/and, holding the 
reins of government for so many years 
with abundance of “secret seérvice’’ 
money, have been able to defeat every 
movement aimed at their elimination. 
; It is simply preposterous to imagine 
| that there can be any real industrial 
progress or prosperity in Ireland until 
, the people have been relieved from this 
official incubus which is pressing them 
to the ground. Hence also the great 
bulk of the population of Ireland who 
realize the absolute futility of resorting 
to physical method~ or sentimental ma- 
terialism to remove these conditions, 
are a unit in their demand for a native 
' parliament composed of the freely elect- 
ed representatives, which can alone 
remedy these abuses. 
Movements which have not this as the 
objective merely live on paper, and find 
no encouragement or support in _§Ire- 
land.

WHAT DEATH IS 


Returned Missionary Says Christi- 
anity Relieves Superstitious 
Dread of Life’s End. 








MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 6.—“Once 
an African is Christianized he is thor- 
oughly reconciled to death, and, as the 
heathen African believes thére is no 
such thing as natural death, the promise 
of everlasting life brings to the convert- 
ed African a peace of mind he never be- 
fore experienced,”’ said Miss Jean Mac- 
kenzie, who has been doing missionary 
work in Western Africa in the Bantu 
tribes. Miss Mackenzie and her parents, 
Dr. and Mrs. Mackenzie of New York 
City, are guests at the nome of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. D. McLeod, 406 Keene street. 

“The Africans are a superstitious peo- 
ple,’ continued Miss Mackenzie, “and a 
horrible and terrible fear of death has 
ever been present among the heathens. 
That is one of the chief things we have 
fought against. The Government has al- 
so done great work along this line. In 








the old days, death was given but one 
construction—it was the work of witch- 
craft, and the wise men would meet to 
fix the blame. The penalty was always 
death, and sometimes several people 
would be killed because they were: be- 
lieved to be accountable for the death 


of some one person. This practice is. 
now carried on in only the most obscure | 
parts of Africa. 

“Yes, the Africans are emotional, but 
we do all we can to curp the emotional 
tendency among the converted natives. 
We are especially careful to admit only 
genuine Christians to membership in the 
churches, and we demand activity from 
the Christian Africans. African women 
are sold at an early age and this phase 
of life is the tragedy of the women in 
that country. Wherever the Govern- 
ment and the mission are infivential 
the abuse of women has been lessened.

The apartments assigned 
to me wero royal in their furnishings.

‘Ten days later the Ameer came to 
Kabul with his retinue, 6000 men. The 
Women of the Ameer’s harem had ar- 
rived on the previous day and without 
any ostentation whatever.

Kansas City Man at 94 Hopes to 
Live to Complete a 
Century. 








KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 6.—‘I hope 
to live to be 100 years old.” 

That’s the ambiti of Calvin Smith, 
guu Olive street, who came, or, rather, 
was brought to Missouri 91 years ago. 
He was then 30 mwnths old. If he lives 
until Dec. 23, 1913, he will have realized 
his ambition. 

“Why shouldn’t I live that long?’ Mr. 
Smith said. “I feel no older now than 
when I was 75 I sleep good, eat what I 
want, I haven’t used liquor for .52 years. 
I haven’t used tobacco since 188. Why 
shouldn’t I live to be 100? 

Ordinarily the world isn’t particularly 
impressed with a man who says he is 90 
or 95 years old, but when a man of that 
age talks intelligently of the things he 
has seen in those years it’s worth while. 
It's necessary only to remember that 
when Calvin Smith was a boy there 
were no railroads, no telephones, no 
electric lights or any of the many con- 
veniences that now the world has, to 
have it borne in on you just how many 
wonderful things have happened in his 
life. 

Father in Slavery Riots, 


Calvin Smith's father, Humphrey 
Smith, brought the family to Missouri 
in 1816. With the four children they 
started in a canoe along the Allegheny 
River to Pittsburg, Pa. Eventually they 
reached Boonville, Mo., about July, 1816. 
For three years they t!ved in Howard 
County, across the river from Boon- 
Ville. 

It is a part of the family history, wri¢- 
ten by Calvin Smith, that the father was 
mobbed, beaten and driven from home 
because of his Northern Sentinients, the 
questions of slavery and abolition hav- 
ing in 1819-29, stirred high excitement. 
Calvin’s mother was attacked for trying 
to defend her husband, and one of her 
eyes destroyed, 

The father went to Illinois; the mother

To the Fdltor of the Post-Dispatch. 
ROCKPORT, Mo., July 1. 

I have just received from a friend of 
mine in St. Louis a marked copy of 
your paper, in which you give me a 
send-off about my “popping-match bill,” 
introduced in our last Legislature, but 
which did not pass, although, had it, 
there is no doubt but that its provi- 
sions would have saved our people 
about 25 per cent of the present rates 
they are paying for fire insurance. Yet, 
at the same time, I wish to thank you 
for devoting the space you did to a 
country newspaper editor. 

We realize that nine-tenths of the 
laws passed at our last session were 
demanded by the people of the cities of 
the State, rather than by the-rural dis- 
tricts, and where they were right and 
reasonable, we country folks helped pass 
Now, will you do me the kind- 
ness to give me a little space to tell 
you and your readers that I really was 
instrumental in having some bills passed 
which benefit the farmers of our State? 
They are the class I represent, although 
I think the members of the Legislature 
frem St. Louis will tell you that I am 
met narrow-minded, and helped them 
pass a number of good laws, for which 
they showed their appreciation. I be- 
eve I can say, without boasting, that 
the gentlemen from St. Louis, in both 
Houses, were friends of mine. 

I think I introduced some thirty bills 
and had I the slightest idea that you 
would publish them, as you did the 
“pepping-match bill,’ I would send you 
@ list of them. I am not ashamed of any 
ef them, for they would all make good 
laws. But at this time, I will send you 
only a few of the bills which were in- 
troduced by mie and have become laws. 


Stock Shippers’ Transportation. 
_ Several persons who shipped live stock 
to the St. Joseph, St. Louis and Kan- 
gas Cily markets last week intend to 
bring suit against the railroad compa- 
mies because of being refused a round- 
trip ticket, good for ten days, with each 
Carload of stock. This was a provision 
of one of the laws introduced in the 
Legislature by your numble_ servant 
from Atchison County. The penalty for 
violating this law is a fine of. not less 
than $300 nor more than $500—if the 
agent at the place of shipment refuses 
to issue the transportation: the amount 
ef the fine to go to tne sNipper. The 
men who operate and own the railroads 


‘are no better than we mortals of com- 


mon dust, and when they violate the 
law should be made to pay for it the 
Same as anyone else. I shall do all I 
can to have the law enforced and give 
the people what is coming to them. If 
anyone in this State wno has been re- 
fused transportation wrill report the 
matter to me, I shall Investigate it. 

One of the really good laws passed at 
the last session was a bill introduced 
by your “pop-match man” of Atchison 
County, which provides for the use of 
the road drag on our country roads. If 
the County Court approves, the road 
Overseers may authorize the dragging 
of the roads, the expense to be paid 
from the county road fund. The owner 
of lands abutting on highways is enti- 
tled to preference under the new law, 
but it is not obligatory. Reasonable 
Gompensation is allowed, not to exceed 
§ cents per mile per two rounas. Not 
ever $% per year may be expended for 
G@ragging except on rural ria!) routes, 
where the limit is fixed at $10 per year 
per mile. The new law permits ar- 
Fangements whereby furmers will re- 
ceive pay for dragging public highways, 
and has already been adopted in Atchi- 
gen Ceunty.

F anybody tells me hereafter that old-fashioned sentiment no longer sways 
] the souls of playgoers I shall laugh them to scorn. I know better—‘‘The 
Lad¥iot; Ly ons,’’ at the Suburban this past week, taught me that sentiment 

is as potept-as ever. 

It is énly that my wife—who hadn't seen this Bulwer-Lytton play since 
she was 16—and.myself—who had last seen it just 20 years ago—enjoyed “The 
Lady of Lyons” immensely. “We cherish a weakness for certain old plays, and 
I don’t pretend to gauge the‘taste of the younger generation by what we like, 
because we have an incorrigible belief that some of the things supposed to have 
been outgrown by this alleged non-romantic age are well worth while, all the 
same. 

There were others. 

A very delightful young married couple of our acquaintance, 
the husband a foreigner—and foreigners are supposed to be even more unsenti- 
mental than we-both of them, distinetly up-to-date, went out to hear the love 
‘story of Payline Deschapelles and Claude Melnotte told across the footlights. 
When I first heard they were going, I trembled for my illusions—they are such 
@ young amd modern man and wife. don’t you know. So lI sought to soften the 
approaching blow to my sensibilities. 

“It’s very, sentimental,’’ I said to the present-day young wife. “‘I don’t know 
whether! you'll like itor not. It all depends—well, have you any sentiment in 
your own scm! ?”’ 

And she jaughed at me. 

“I don’t know, I’m sure! she replied, immensely amused. 
stand it—maybe I'll really like it—you never can tell!” 

So they went—and the next day I mustered up courage to ask her what she 
thought ofythe play. : 

“O—it was perfectly beautiful!’ came the instant reply. 


“SENTIMENT” PACKED THE SUBURBAN. 

There was no mistaking the sincerity of the swift little speec h—and “Some 
Parts of it nade me cry!’’ came the later confession. Then I reealled that I 
Myself had Seen more than one woman furtively wiping the tears from her 
eyes at thet moment of the separation of Pauline and Claude—when Pauline 
Was so piteously trying to flash a wireless message to Claude that she was 
more than ‘willing to share his lowly poverty if he’d only ask her to. Vir- 
ginijia Harned was so very sweet ang womanly in that scene! 

“onomt sald to myself. “You i ctctin young’ people haven't pro- 
gressed qyi so far as you like to make. us believe! In fact, you’re no 
better that. the generation before you—shameless sentimentalists all!” 

And when I learned that the Tuesday matinee at ‘the Suburban broke 
all records.and-that the week promised to be the biggest in the Suburban’s 
history, / knew I was right. It’s all bosh and rubbish, this talk of the 
world’s e g outgrown sentiment. I'll wager that it’s fully as sentimental 
as in thé d&ys when Adam courted Eve in the Garden of Eden—and when it 
ceases to’ e'¥o, may the good Lord have mercy upon its soul! 

For ol@.times’ sake, too, I relished “The Lady of Lyons” hugely. It’s 
frankly theatric in spots, but it’s theatricalism is good and sound and invari- 
ably effective. And some of its blank verse is genuinely beautiful—no 
dramatist writes blank verse now, excepting our own trercy Mackaye and En- 
g@iand’s Stephen Phillips, brave and true dramatic poets that they are. Be- 
sides, Bbiwar-Lytton’s blank verse carries so much fire in it at times—I'll defy 
_anyone not to thrill at the “curse of Rome” lines in his ‘‘Richelfeu’’—and such 
bewitching softness at others—as in Claude Melnotte’s own speech to Pauline, 
describing the loveliness of the imaginary Lake: of Como home in which their 
honeymoon is to be passed. There’s no excuse for blank verse save its own 
beauty, and # requires a master-hand to give this touch of beauty, but, hap- 
pily, Bulwer-Lytton possessed such a hand.

Kansas Historian Says Osawato- 
mie Affair Was Hardly 


a Skirmish. 

PAOLA, Kan., July 6—Judge E. W. 
Robinson of Paola is preparing a his- 
tory of the “Eastern Border Troubles 
of Kansas,” one of the most interesting 
chapters being on the so-called battle 
of Osa watomie, which he says it is mere 
exaggeration to call a real skirmish.

Mars, the red planet, is in the immedl- 
ate neighborhood, It was only 38,000,0W 
miles from the earth at 9 o’clock last 
night, when summer garden bugs took It 
for the moon in eclipse. 

The astronomers say that the warlike 
luminary is several millions of miles 
nearer human beings than it was on May 
l, for instance, when the distance was. 
J0,000,000 millions of miles. On June 1 the 
approaching stranger had cut the last 
figure down by 10,000,000 miles. 

Such favorable opportunity for study- 
ing the Martian canals will not happen 
again until August, 19223, when. another 
veneration may have gotten into coin- 
munication with the inhabitants with 
whom gorgeous fancy peoples this 
sphere 4200 miles in diameter.

Marshal Soma, 
who was watching him, followed and 
overtook him. He was held in Glen 
Carbon until Saturday, when Chief 
Blake took him to the Collinsville jail. 

The Genetti gin says’that he pur- 
sued her with affers of marriage for 
more than a year.

The controversy between the ee

Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
as to which organization should affili- 
ate with the cabinet-makers has arisen 


called by the Carpenters’ Union. 

The cabinet-makers have been re- 
ceiving 30 cents an hour and have 
worked nine hours a day. They were 
called out Tuesday by the carpenters 
and are demanding 35 cents an hour and 
an eight-hour day. 

At its last meeting the District Coun- 
cil of the Amalgamated Woodworkers 
protests were made against reports thet 
members of the Carpenters (inion 
were charging that the woodworkers 
intended to fill the striking cabinet- 
makers’ places. They deny they wiil 
fill the places of any strikers, no matter 
what may be the controversy between 
the unions. 


Statement by Secretary. 
After the meeting H. J. Straubringer, 
gecretary of the woodworkers, said: 
“This strike was planned and in- 


augurated by the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners, indepen- 
dent of any other iegitimate organiza- 
tion. It came to our notice that those 
responsible for that movement assert 
that the Woodworkers Council, rep- 
regenting four local unions ‘q factory 
woodworkers, such as eabine: Q&ikers, 
machinehands, finishers, etc., has tak- 
en a stand—even decided to raprees 
those on strike with members of our 
International Union. 

“This assertion we reject as a false- 
hood. 

“We nevertheless admit that mem- 
bers of our’ organization have sus- 
pended work with the contesting or- 
ganization, to adhere to union prin- 
civies, not withstanding the fact of 
being told, if the strike terminates 
successfully, members of the wood- 
workers participating in same must 
enroll under the U. B. oi C, and J. 

Jurisdiction Claims Made, 

“The Woodworkers’ District Coun- 
cil nor any local union affiliated 
therewith did not decide nor direct 
any of its members to take a striker’s 
lace or to refuse to assist in uphold- 
ng union principles and to keep 
agreements with employers inviolate. 

“In case of violations of the above 





principles the Woodworkers’ Council 


members failing to comply with same, 
“We nevertheless contend that ju- 
risdiction over factory woodworkers, 
as those on strike, elong to the 
Amalgamated Woodworkers’ Interna- 
tional Union of America in accordance 
with the Downey decision rendered at 
ndianapods, Ind., March 16, 1903, and 
numerous similar decisions rendered 
as the American Federation of La- 
or.

Stenographer Defends His 
Own Spying on Self-De- 
fense Theory. 





Morris Friedman, the former stenog- 
rapher for the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency who has been the week’s star 
witness in the defense of William D. 
Haywood, on trial at Boise charged with 
the murder of former Gov. Steunenberg 
of Idaho, has recently wfitten a book 
published under the name of “The Pink- 
erton Spy,”’ in which he goes into the 
labor spy system in much greater detail 
than he was permitted to do on the wit- 
ness stand. 

In his testimony, Friedman showed re- 
ports, which he testified were copied by 
himself while in the employ of the Pink- 
ertons, which indicate that detectives 
of that agency had identified themselves 
with the miners’ unlons and had in some 
cases gained high rank as agitators and 
had become officials in the unions. Oth- 
ers had distributed relief funds and, ac- 
cording to Friedman’s reports, Had used 
this power over the workingman’s lar- 
der to create discontent. 

In his book Friedman condemns this 
method as a menace to American man- 
hood, as treason to labor and in other 
much more severe and direct terms. He 
had inserted in his book many reports 
which the publishers, The Wilshire Book 
Co., which is engaged in the socialism 
propaganda, guarantee to be authentic 
These reports go into many lines of 
business, as well as into the Western 
Federation of Miners’ affairs. 

Spy in Self-Defense, 

As a w.iness and in his book, Fried- 
man glories in the fact that he is a So- 
cialist and defended his conduct in be- 
coming a spy in the Pinkerton office on 
the self-defense theory. When Senator 
Borah, who prosecuting Haywood, 
took him to task for being a spy him- 
self, he made this defense: 

“When you began steaiing these re- 
ports,”’ said Borah, “was it for the pur- 
pose of using them as you have been?’ 

“Stealing them?’’ repeated Friedman, 
apparently much astonished at the 
charge, “I did not steal them.”’ 

“Oh,” said Borah, ‘‘you just took them 
from your employers.” 

“Yes, I did,’’ replied Friedman, “but I 
thought then and think still that I was 
merely taking information that had been 
stolen previously from the Western 
lederation of Miners, and that in mak- 
ing it public I was only returning it to 
the people from whom it had been 
stolen originally.”’ 

Beginning of Spy System. 

Allan Pinkerton is given credit of 
originating this ‘spy’ system by 
Friedman who asserts that the original 
plan of the agency to devote its time 
to catching criminals proved unprofit- 
able. In the book Friedman gays: 

“Allan Pinkerton first drew the at- 
tention to employers to the benefit they 
would derive from having detectives 
among their employes, who would keep 
the firm posted as to the manner in 
which their employes ores thelr 
work, what the men thought and said 
of the management and also whether 
there was any danger of strikes.” 

Then he goes op 7% explain that 
after these mé. had made a success 
of keeping records of employes at their 
work, of ‘‘spotting’’ loafers and incom- 
petents, the system was extended with 
the growth of labor unions and then 
hey charges that the detectives be- 
came the source of agitation.

Their hair is 
turning gray. Their eyesight has failed. 
Theodore yet works upon the farm. The 
other ‘two, hopeless imbeciles, who 
can neither speak nor understand, sit 
in their dirty clothing, their bare feet 
in the dirt, and biink in the sunlight. 

What these helpless unfortunates 
have suffered in the 30 years they have 
been there no one can ever know. In 
all that time they have never had any 
expert care. 


A Peep Into the “Stockade.” 


One end of one of the hovels is di- 
vided off into a sort of stockade or 
cell}made of studding, with a barred 
door. Until recently three negroes 
slept in one bed in this cell, and two 
old white men slept in one bed in the 
room outside the cell. Now one negro 
sleeps there and the two old men are 
together in another room. 


Wesley Kilgore is 82 years old. He 
is a fine-looking old man.

WHAT THE INVESTIGATION 
REVEALED IN LINN COUNTY 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Poat-Dispatch. 


LINNEUS, Mo., July 6.—The investi- 
gation of the Almshouse of Linn Coun- 
ty, Missouri, by the Rev. James N. 
Crutcher, a member of the State Board 
of Charities and Corrections, has re- 
sulted in a complete overhauling of that 
institution. The filth accumulated 
through years of neglect has been 
scraped out, the floors have been 
scrubbed for the first time in years, the 
walls have been painted for the first 
time since the Almshouse was built, a 
fence has been built to keep the sexes 
apart and a well is being sunk to fur- 
nish enough water to keep the place 
clean. Mr. Crutcher’s report to the 
Court of Linn County said: 


Miseries of the Patients. 


‘‘The floors of the halls and rooms are 
evidently strangers to soap and water, 
and my pocket searchlight revealed 
myriads of bedbugs on the beds. The 
bed clothing in most of the rooms is 
dirty, ragged and seemingly insuffi- 
cient. 

“There is no arrangement for lighting 
the rooms of the inmates, and in the 
long winter evenings, when the happy 
and prosperous people of Linn County 
sit by their firesides, with bright lights 
and good books, these miserable unfor- 
tunates must sit and brood in the dark- 
ness yonder, waiting for the time to 
wrap themselves in their rags and lie 
down to slumber and _ forgetfulness. 
And thus, also, are their days spent— 
no books, no forms of entertainment, 
no religious exercises—nothing. 

“I found an idiotic white woman, with 
infant in arms, the infant begotten in 
the institution by a crazy mulatto. And 
this child, whether sane or idiotic, owes 
its miserable existence, tragic and hope- 
less, to the idea that it is cheaper for 
counties to keep their insane at county 
institutions. 

“The whole system of county chari- 
ties, as practiced in Linn County, is 
wrong. It is a violatic 1 of Sections 4874, 
4875, 4876, 4877, Revised Statutes, State of 
Missouri, to keep insane patients in an 
institution constructed and maintained 
for the pauper classes. 


“Monsatrously Inhuman.” 


“It is monstrously inhuman to compel 
worthy paupers to consort with insane 
and idiotic people. The great State in 
which we live has made wise provisions 
for the comfort and care of the mentally 
unsound. To farm out the care of the 
paupers and insane to bidders is shame- 
ful, cruel. The question of fitness of 
the superintendent does not seem to en- 
ter into the bargain, If his bid is the 
cheapest. The county had better build 
fewer bridges, and take better care of 
its unfortunate Classes. 

“The people, at heart, are sound. They 
want the pauper and the men- 
tally unsound to far well. But 
the average citizen does not. vis- 
it his county institution, and if 
he does, ie has such limited knowl- 
“edge of modern methods in the care of 
unfortunate classes that he thinks that 
the shocking conditions he sees are a 
matter of course and cannot be helped. 


The people should be araused to the, 


necessity of a persona: Interest in their 
infirmary. They shourd visit it and 
throw as much sunshine as possible in- 
to the lives of these who have gone ‘over 
the hills to the poorhouse’ ” 


Linn County Cleans Up. 

A representative of the Post-Dispatch 
found the painters and cleaners at work 
in this Almshouse, but the horrible 
smelis yet remained.

The chief opponent of union freight 
depots in the city of St. Louis does 
not think the opinion of manufac- 
turers whose plants are in St. Louis 
County should count for much in the 
controversy about railway terminals. 
The mammoth new plant of the A. 
Leschen & Sons Rope Co. is as near 
Suburban Garden as are the Curtis 
Saw Works, but the entire thirty 


acres covered by the rop factory 
are in the City of St. uls. 

“Up to about four years ago we 
were located on Bremen avenue, near 
the river,” said Mr. Henry Leschen, 
president of the rope company, yes- 
terday. ‘“‘When we decided to move 
we could have secured a new site on 
the Wabash or the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy road, but preferred 
a union or belt line representing all 
the railroads entering the city, and 
that is why we located on the Ter- 


yminal. 


“Our old factory had switch con- 
nection with an independent com- 
pany, which charged us $2 a car for 
switching: This expense we save in 
our new place and the service is very 
satisfactory in every respect, 


Can Usé Any Car. 

“Besides the saving in time and 
money, there are other advantages. 
We can use the car of one company 
for shipment over another company’s 
road, which we could not do when 


we were on an independent line. 

“For instance, suppose we were lo- 
cated on the Missouri Pacific and 
wanted to ship a ecarload of freight 
over another line, say, the Wabash. 
There would be such a delay in get- 
ting a Wabash ecar,.even by paying 
the extra switching charges, that 
we would finally have to take a Mis- 
souir Pacific car and ship over that 
line. Now, at our works, if we call 
for, say, a Wabash car, and the Ter- 
minal Association can’t furnish it 
promptly, we take any car in our 
yard and send it over the Wabash 
road with our freight. And in the 
same way we could use a Wabash 
car for a shipment over the Missouri 
Pacifie road. 

“We receive freight from the East 

in half the time we did when 
we were located on an independent 
road and had no union service, The 
only charge for the long haul to our 
factory is the $1.50 per~ minimum 
car, which we would have to pay no 
matter where located. This is the 
bridge arbitrary, - already reduced 
from $4.50 per car, and soon to be 
wiped out altogether. 
Helps on Rush Orders, 


“Our small orders, many of which 
are hurry orders, we fill from our 
downtown warehouse, on First street 
near Franklin avenue. For example, 


mine over in 
Illinois breaks, they want a new one 
immediately, and we send it from our 
house near Eads bridge across the 
river on a wagon to the depot of the 
road that is to deliver it at the mine. 

“The supplies in the downtown 
warehouse are brouvat from the fac- 
tory by the Terminal Association for 
$3.45 per car, including $1.20 for car 
rental. The shipments are made daily 
and although our factory is’ three 
times as far from our warehouse as it 
was when we were on Bremen avenue, 
the service costs only about one-third 
as much as it did then, $10 per car 
being the independent comparty’s 
charge. 

“Goods from, our downtown ware- 
house are hauied direct to the depots 
of the lines that are to deliver them.

He declares that he recognized many 
of his assailants, and on information 
furnished by him, five persons have been 
arrested and released on bond. All are 
his wife’s relatives who, he declares, 
have been angry at him over the settle- 
ment of the estate of his wife’s ypar- 
ents. 

There Was a Family Quarrel. 

Not long ago, Mrs. Vane-t’s mother 


went to visit the family which consists 


of Vanest, wife and three children. It 
was on this visit that a quarre] arese 
which resulted in Vanest ordering his 
mother-in-law from the house. Vanest 
says that, when she left, she threat- 
ened that her sons would punish him 
for his insult to her and his beating nis 
wife. Mrs. Vanest admits that she told 
her mother such a story. 

The story of the whipping is best told 
in the language of Vanest, who says 
that it was shortly after midnight wnen 
the men called. He was aroused by the 
tramping of feet. Though he was not 
entirely awake, he heard someone say, 
‘Here he is,’’ and he was jerked te his 
feet. By the moonlight streaming in 
threugh the window Vanest say a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun in the hands of 
one of the men. Others had revolv«rs. 


Thought It Was a Joke. 

‘Tt thought at first,” said Vanest, 
“that some of the boys were playing a 
trick on me and I asked them what 
they were going to do. One of the 
crowd said: ‘We are going to whip you.’ 
I was not frightened at that time, for I 
thought it was a joke None of the 
party talked much, but they seemed 
to have their plans well made.

CHICAGO, July 6.—Fifty thousand 
criminal Operations are performed in 
Chicago every year, and most of them 
in places advertised for that purpose, 
according to the statement of Dr. Ru- 
dolph W. Holmes, 412 North State 
street, chairman of the special com- 
mittee of the Chicago Medical Society, 
who has spent a year in an investiga- 
tion of “private and ma- 
ternity homes. 

Dr. Holmes estimated that there are 
150 of these hospitals in Chicago, only 
25 of which have been exposed and 
had their mail stopped. 

The attack in Judge Chetlain’s 
court on the hospital maintained at 
279 West Adams street by Mrs. Emma 
Brendecke, which came under the ban 
of the postal authorities some time 
ago, furnished the motive for DF: 
Holmes’ sweeping charges. 

“Chicago leads the great cities of 
the country in the extent of its main- 
tenance of ‘baby farms,’ and matern- 
ity homes of dark character,” said 
Dr. Holmes. “It is estimated that be- 
tween 60,000 and 60,000 births are re8- 
istered every year, and it is conseTvS- 
tive to say that for every one of these 
births there is a criminal operation.

STRICKEN  BLIN 
WALKING A ROP

Performer Completes Feat 500 Feet 
Above Ground in Total 
Darkness. 








DENVER, Colo., July 6.—Stricken 
suddenly blind while walking a wire 
rope stretched across Bouth Boulder 
Canyon at Eldorado Springs. Prof. Ivy 
Baldwin finished the last 50 feet of 
what is regarded as the most perilous 
walk ever undertaken by any man, in 
safety. The wire was stretched 583 feet 
above the ground, and from end to end 
was 550 feet in length. 

The feat accomplished by Baldwin 
was the greatest of its kind ever tried. 
The greatest high waik of record was 
that made by Blondin when he walked 
across Niagara Falls on a wire. 

The difficulties of the attempt 
told by Baldwin himself. He_said: 

“The principal difficulty that I had to 
contend with was the wind. Soon after 
I started and when probably forty feet 
from the side of the canyon a gust of 
wind struck me. For a moment it 
caused me to sway and I took a: step 
backward and managed to balance my- 
self, 

“I started again. In one or two places 
the guy wires holding the rope 
loose and caused it to Sway. 
caused me some inconvenience, 
got by these places ail r ght. 

“Then another gust of wind hit me. 
Here again 1 swayed for a moment, but 
managed to catch myself and went on. 

“I thought I was getting along ail 
right when I was suddenly stricken 
blind. I knew there were some men on 
the other end of the wire, and I began 
calling to them all the rest of the way. 
In this manner I was able to keen my 
nerve, and, feeling my way across, fin- 
ished in safety, as the men caught me 
when I got to the other side,"’ 

The rope on which Baldwin walked 
across the canyon Was put up by a mov- 
ing and storage company. It is 50 feet 
in length and in that length there was 
a slack of only eight feet. At the high- 
est point it was 583 feet above the pbeat- 
tom of the canyon.

ENGLAND: HONORS 
ST, LOUIS MAN 


House of Commons Adopts Judge 
Pollard’s Plan for Reform- 
ing Drunkards. 


New honors have been heaped nupon 
Judge oPilard of the Dayton Street Po- 
lice Court for his ‘pledge’ system of 
reforming drunkards, acording to a ca- 
plegram from London to the Post-Dis- 
patch, The House of Commons has 
passed to its third reading, which prac- 
tically makes it a law, ““The Probation 
of Offenders Bill,"’ a measure embody- 
ing Judge Pollard’s idea. 

Judge Pollard went abroad last sum- 
mer and was feted from town to town 
for his temperance plan, the fame of 
which had spread to England, Scotland 
and the Continent. While he was in 
London he addressed a Parliamentary 
committee, explaining his system and 
giving statistics of its workings as he 
had observed them in St. louis. The 
British bill resulted. 

Presiding over a police court district, 
said to be in actual acreage the largest 
in the world, Judge Pollard began, years 
ago, to hink of some palin for reform- 
ing drunkards. He found that Work- 
house sentences not only hardened them, 
but often deprived their families of 
needed support, and he conceived the 
idea of placing them on their honor to 
stay sober. From this sprang the 
pledge, which Judge Pollard keeps on a 
printed slip beside him, ready for those 
arraigned before him. 

Offenders are required to report at 
intervals to him whether they have ob- 
eerved. their promises, and if they fail 
to do so he hunts them up. In ease 
of breach of the pledge he puts a fine,

And seated with him, proud to 
do him reverence, were men whose own 
words and works had won a worid-wide 
fume. It was to their Listening ears 
that Birrell spoke his eulogy. 
Welcomed by King and Queen. 

Nor was that all. On the day before 
Mark Twain had been given by Ensg- 
land's King and Queen a truly royal 
welcome at Windsor, and on the day 
fcllowing he received from Oxford Uni- 

» Versity a doctor's degree in letters. Fur- 
_ ther, throughout his visit to Old Eng- 
land, every hour has been a triumph 
such as no plain American citizen, what- 
ever ‘his calling, ever before experienced 
beyond the boundaries of his own land. 

Others, to be sure, like Grant, have 
geen ntore of the gorgeous formality of 
the world’s capitals and courts; but in 
honoring these the nations sought to 
honor America. Not so with our Mark 
Twain. It was the man who received 
honor in this case, for his own sterling, 
sturdy manhood. After this there is no 
longer any doubt that he is our-most 
famous ovrivate citizen.

The newspapers over there, you know, 
said that he advanced to the meeting 
with his hat perched upon his head. 

“JT did not Mark declares. ‘'I 
walked up to greet her as any American 
gentleman would approach a woman— 
with my hat in my hand. The queen 
said, ‘Mr. Clemens, put your hat on.’ 
Then I did what I suppose no English- 
man would have done. I disobeyed a 
royal command.

The King of England has almost an 
American sense of humor and Mark 
Twain kept him jaughing as they con- 
versed familiarly half an hour. When 
they were ready to part, the humorist 
amazed His Majesty by slapping him on 
the back as he told a good farewell 
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The King’s amazement was but’ 


momentary, however, and he seemed to 
conclude that the frank American had a 
right to intrench in that manner upon 
his dignity. 

But at the Pilgrims’ Club luncheon 
he showed only this gentle, quiet sin- 
cerity. 

In a Serious Mood. 

“A man does not reach the border, 
as I have,” he said, “‘without knowing 
that there {s a serious side of life. I 
have not tried to avoid any of the 
seriousness of life’s duties. That 
wouldn’t be fair to other people. But 
I have tried not to let the serious- 
ness depress me. That wouldn’t be 
fair either.’’ 

How well he has succeeded we kr.ow, 
and the world knows It seems a bit 
curious to read of the imposing, crim- 
son-gowned ceremony at Oxford; that 
gave to him the title of “Doctor of 
Letters.”” After all the rest, it is not 
easy to fancy his caring greatly for 
this mere badge of distinction. Of one 
thing we may be very sure: He would 
not have gone out of his Way to seek 
it. When the kindly, generous offer 
was made he’ accepted it as he has 
uccepted every Other good gift of life, 
with frank pleasure. He knew, as all 
know, that the conferring of a title 
could make no change in him. Though 
he were to be covered three-deep with 
dignities, he would still be just Mark 
Twain, the same straightforward, un- 
affected Mark whom Hannibal knew 
of old. So he has lived, and so he will 
come presently to the end.

Restrictive Measures Favored 
by Five of Councilmen 
Now in City. 





Fifteen members—a majority—of the 
House of Delegates interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch express themselves as 
og favoring legislation to restrict the sale 
of fireworks and thereby to decrease 
the number of accidents on the Fourth 
of July. 

Nearly all these members approve, in a

In addition to’ President Forman and 
Councilman Cramer, who § expressed 
themselves Friday as favoring the reg- 
ulation of the sale of fireworks, other 
councilmen expressed themselves along 
the same line Saturday. 

Counciiman W. H. Hauschulte: I am 
very much in favor of a bill to prevent 
accidents from fireworks on the Fourth 
of July. In fact, I am in favor of legis- 
lation that will abolish the use of fire- 
works and firearms altogether. There 
are many other ways in which it could 
be celebrated as effectively as by fire- 
works and firecrackers. 

Councilman Saunders Norvell: I will 
be very glad to vote for a bill regulating 
the sale of fireworks, although my firm 
would lose money were such a bill to 
become a law. But I think fireworks 
are dangerous to children and that the 
sport they get out of them do not com- 
pensate for the eyes they lose. 

“Sane” Fireworks All Right. 

Councilman Arthur [Fftzsimmons: I 
think harmless fireworks are all right 
and are calcalated to develop a patri- 
otic spirit in the young American when 
used on the Fourth of “July. I think 
red fire, ‘‘nigger chasers,’ roman can- 
dies and such things are all right. Of 
course, I don’t think a man shoula go 
around firing off a revolver just be- 
cause it’s the national holiday or I 
don’t approve of the placing of dis- 
charges on street car tracks. 

Warner Would Have Restrictions, 

Delegate Fred Warner, Second Ward:

I think if persons who are grown up buy 
explosive fireworks and shoot them off 
it’s their own fault of they get hurt, 
but the law should prohibit the sale of 
dangerous fireworks to children below a 
certain age. 

Delegate Alexander Bourg, Sixth 
Ward: I approve of the idea of pass- 
ing a bill preventing the sale of dan- 
gerous fireworks. Too many people are 
being crippled on the Fourth of July 
nowadays and there is too much damage 
to property. Any kind of legislation that 
would tend to decrease the number of 
accidents on the Fourth would get my 
support. 

Delegate Charles Schell, Ninth Ward: 
It’s a good thing to limit the sale 
of fireworks, but not to prohibit their 
sale altogether. I believe dealers that 


sell fireworks should use _ discretion, 
should not sell to young boys and 
drunken men, for instance. There ought 
to be a law to stop that. But fire- 


works and Fourth of July celebrations 
should not be cut out altogether. 
Paule Urges Hervy License, 

Delegate Edward J. Paule, Eleventh 
Ward: There are too many accidents 
on the Fourth of July these days and 
there ought to be an ordinance passed 
that would result in curtailing them. 
It struck me Thursday that the law 
was not stringent enough about the 
sale of fireworks. It would be my idea 
to place a heavy license on the _ busi- 
ness of selling fireworks.

() twins, 5 weeks old. They are boy 
and girl, the former being the 
first in a family of seven children. 

The poor little fellow was said to be 
dying three weeks ago. He weighed a 
half pound more than his sister when 
they were born, but within a week or so 
he commenced growing weak until, 
three weeks ago, he was merely a 
breathing skeleton.

Finally, heart-broken and desperate, 
she took him to a neighboring doctor, 
who told her that the poor little help- 
less creature was starving to death on 
the weak, watery milk with which he 
was being fed. He insisted that the milk 
from the Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
be procured immediately, and substi- 
tuted for the poisonous stuff that was 
killing the baby.

That was three weeks ago. The poor

season of the year. But he is putting 
up a strong fight, like the little man 
that he is, and is getting so now that 
he tries to smile when his mother-brings 
him his milk. It is heart-rending to sse 
these helpless little sufferers, and would 
loosen the purse strings of the veriest 
miser. 

The little girl, Ethel, was not in such 
a precarious condition as her brother. 
but was fast growing worse when the 
milk was procured. She is rosy anl 
fat now, and happy, as all young misses 
of her tender age have a perfect right 
to be. 

Another Baby Benefited, 

The next oldest baby in the familly, a 
little girl, is 18 months old. She has been 
iii all her young life, too, and is only 
recently finding any pleasure in this sor- 
aid world of ours. She is quite ‘‘too big 
a girl’’ to use the bottle, but drinks the 
‘ood, pure milk with an intense enjoy- 
ment heretofore unknown to her. She 
is the oldest child living—the other four 
having died in infancy—and has already 
assumed the precarious position of ‘“‘lit- 
tle mother’ to the babies. Her oniy 
failing is her weakness for the mill, 
and her habit of taking the bottles 
away from the babies and drinking the 
milk herself. She says: “Big baby like 
milk, too.’’ 

See for Yoursclf. 

Wake up to the conditions existing 
right here in this city that we are 
growing so proud of, and are. wont 
to boast of to our neighbors in other 
cities. Take a trip through the con- 
gested district of the city, if you need 
prceof-—see for yourself the families 
of five and six, usually including three 
or four babies, cooking, eating, sleep- 
ing and doing the weekly washing in 
one tiny room. See for yourself the 
pain-racked forms of these poor lit- 
tle babies, and the wan, despairing 
faces of their mothers. Should you 
vut see these things once, the horror 
of them would be with you always, 
and you would hasten to throw wide 
your purses at the first call of the 
heat-prostrated babies. 

Isn't it terrible, this oppressive 
heat. Don’t you want to lie around 
in the hammock, and on the cool ver- 
anda, where the grateful south 
breezes come? Isn’'t-it awful to have 
& headache, or any other slight indis- 
position, and have to remain indoors? 
Imagine, then, these poor little tene- 
ment babies, living in little wooden 
shacks, where the pitiless sun beats 
down and converts the frame walls 
info a veritable oven. The only out- 
let is cnto an alley choked with the 
tresh heaps of all the houses in the 
row. Sometimes a -merciful IHttle 
tieeze tries to Struggle through the 
nllev, to cool the flushed cheek of the 
little sufferer, but by the time it en- 
ters the house, it 1g so laden with 
the foul odors from the alley that 
it is courting death to inhale it. 

There is no one to fan these little 
sufferers, nor to keep the flies away— 
mother must be about her work, and 
little brother and sister are crying for 
focd which she cannot supply them. 

Wake up, charitable people of St. 
Louis—you are missing one of the 
grandest opportunities for doing good 
that can come to you. Without your 
help this grand work can not be car- 
ried on, and it would be a stain on 
our reputation for humanity not eas!ly 
efiaced, were we to let this thing die 
out for want of Interest. The time is 
rirne—hot weather is here—what are 
vou going to do?

WASHINGTON, July 6.—A prelimi- 


nary report on the investigation 
charges preferred against Liéutenant- 
Colonel William F. Tucker, a paymas- 
ter in the United States Army, is favor- 
able to the accused officer and indicates 
that unless inquiries develop something 
to his discredit he will not be court- 
martialed. 

The conduct of Tucker at Portland, 
Ore., and San Francisco seems to not 


warrant the exercise of departmental 
discipline. Whatever attentions he may 
have paid in this country to Mrs. Myrtle 
B. Platt, a former Philippine school 
teacher, no evidence has been discov- 
ered by the Inspector General charged 
with the investigation to show any- 
thing more than a friendly interest in 
the charming widow. Reports in cir- 
culation at the War Department assert 
that Mrs. Tucker, wife of the pay- 
master, who inspired the investigation, 
employed private detectives to ascertain 
the truth regarding her husband's al- 
leged defection, but they were unable 
to obtain any information of an accu- 
rate character which could be used in 
legal proceedings against him.

Nobody knows how the Maritans dug 
these canals. The belief is that they 
are people with large foreheads and im- 
mense brain power but with delicate 
bodies because they have ne need fer 
manual labor. Their canal digging is 
supposed to be accomplished by seme 
kind of machinery or “by electricity,” 
as the Missouri farmer says when he 
attempts to expliin anything beyond 
his comprehension. Une thing is cer- 
tain, that all the inhabitants of the 
earth working together for @ thousand 
years could net dig one of these canals

There are not supposed to be on Mars 
as many people as there are on the 
earth, but that they are ef a far ligher 
order of intallicance. We know, for 
instance, that Mars has an atmosphere 
just like the earth. If it didn’t have 
any atmosphere, it wouldn't have any 
snow caps, and the potate crops along 
the banks of the canals would be ruined. 
Moreover, astronemers can see the at- 
mosphere of Mars. They can also meas- 
ure it by the changing lights en the 
surface of the plan.t. They have watch- 
ed clouds on Mars. If there were ne 
atmosphere on Mars there probably 
would be no people there. But the ex- 
istence of ne Martian atmosphere is 
thoroughly estaLlished. 

A curious thing about Mars is that 
there are two moons there, one of which 
is only 86 miles In diameter and looks 
like a huge cheese, This little moon was 
only discovered by us about twenty 
years ago. It goes around Mars in an 
opposite direction from the other moon, 
so that it is nearly always moonlight un 
this mysterious plenet. 

It ie generally believed that the Mar- 
tians found out about rotation of crops 
and are making a short cut on naturs 
by growing several crops each season, 
the way they do in Texas, and that they 
have known this for a long time. The 
Martians are supposed to have been a 
small number of people whe lived up 
around the edge of the North Pole an4 
followed the advance and recession of 
the snow caps as savages followed the 
tide out for their food.

The Italian state lottery, or Lotto, as 
it is called, is conducted on somewhat 
different Mnes.

117,480 combinations of three, and no 
fewer than 2,565,199 combinations of 
four, it is obvious that the odds are 
very heavy against winning. In spite 
of this, however, the lottery is very 
popular, as may be judged from the 
fact that on an average the Italian 
Government draws $12,500,000 every year 
from this source. 

In their selection of numbers the 
Italian gamblers are guided to a very 
great extent by dreams and events, for 
no people ars more superstitious. 
Dream books are largely published and 
bought, while amy untoward event is 
looked upon as furnishing a clew ‘ to 
lucky numbers. 

Some time ago, for instance, a serious 
accident occurred at Two 
horses bolted, fell headlong from an 
elevated piazza into a street below, and 
were killed, a lamp post being upset in 
their fall, Immediately those who wit- 
nessed the tragedy decided to play the 
following numbers: Two (number of 
the horses, five (equivalent of horse), 
90 (meaning accident), and 16 and 40 
(the numbers painted on the lamp post 
which was upset). By a curious fluke 
every one of the numbers came out, 
and ever $1,260,000 was won. 

In Austria and Germany, too, Gov- 
ernment lotteries are flourishing insti- 
tutions. What is known as the Royal 
Prussian Lottery has monthly draw- 
ings, and the number of tickets dis- 
posed of for each event is close on 
250,000. Owing to their high price, how- 
ever, these are seldom held in their 
integrity, and tickets for small frac- 
tions of each are issued.

HE appalling joss of life on Amer- 
ican railroads is one of the great- 
est scandals in the _ civilized 

world. More people are killed and in- 

jured each year on the railroads of 
this country than on the railroads ot! 
all the rest of the world together. 


Railroad casualties in the United 
States outnumber every year the cas- 
ualties of many of the bloodiest bat 
tles in history. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission reports show an av- 
erage loss of 26 lives daily to be the 
record of American railroading. These 
facts have aroused the public to some 
very serious thinking. There is a 
erowing demand that life and Iimb 
must be protected better on our trans- 
portation lines. 


The National of -Rallway 
Trackmen, an organization whose mem- 
bers work on nearly every railroad in 
the eountry, is taking the lead in a 
movement for svund, well-constructed 
tracks, the deficiencies in this respect 
being pointed out as one of the chief 
causes of the terrible sacrifice of life, 

The first step taken by the union was 
filing a complaint against the Missouri 
Pacific, to be heard by the State Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission of Mis- 
sour! and the Kansas Railroad Commis- 
sion. 

An amazing feature of the charges 
brought by this union is that relative 
to track inspection. The statement sub- 
mitted to the two commisions alleges 
that with a few exceptions there are 
no track walkers the lines of the 
Missouri Pacific. A track ts lald, trains 
rush over it at all hours of the day 
and night, rains beat on it, landslides 
come, but there is no patrol afoot to 
gee that the track remains intact. The 
trains must take their chances. If the 
track, through rotten ties or broken 
rails, comes to pleces—so much _ the 
worse for the train and its passen- 
gers. 

In support of its petition the Track- 
men's Union submitted photographs, a 
number of which are reproduced here. 
They show decayed ties, tracks with 
very little ballast, cracked rails, angle 
bars broken and devoid of rivets. (An

One of these photographs shows a 
steep embankment alongside a Missouri 
Pacific track. This embankment, which 
crumbles at times from weathering, 
often precipitates a mass of rock and 
earth onto the track, covering the rails. 
There is no track walker on this portion 
of the line to watch for such dangers 
and report them in time to prevent 
catastrophes, the union charges. 

The ordinary railroad section is seven 
miles long. The Union alleges that a 
section to be cared for properly and 
kept in repair should have a foreman 
workmen constantly em- 
loyed on it. That is, one super.:sing

If they are using a modern car, its 
passing through tne village streets at 
night will be as silent as the passing of 
a ghost.

HOW TO IDENTIFY A STRANGE 
AUTO. 


UTOMOBILE dealers and experienced automobilists of St. Louis say ~ 
that one who has been closely observant, and whose ear has been 
trained on the, road, can, by the sense of hearing alone, distinguish 

many of the cars now in use, even in darkness. : 

Of the cars in use in the United States, 75 per cent are of the gas- 
oline type. Of thes@, the cheaper, one-cylinder cars are identified by the 
slow, harsh “chug-chug” of their engines—there being but one explosion in 
the cylinders to every two revolutions of the wheel. 

It is also possible to separate the air-cooled from the water-cooled 
cars, the machinery of the former being more exposed and more noisy. In 
the two-cylinder cars the explosions are more rapid, though they may be 
heard as distinct sounds; while in the larger four and six-cylinder cars 
in rapid flight the explosions are blended into a continuous whir of sound. 

Steam cars also are easily distinguished by the softer sound of their 
exhaust; and the electric car by the low, purring hum of its driving motor” 

Chain-driven and shaft-driven cars are also to be distinguished from 
each other—the former by the rattle of the chain-links passing over the 
sprockets. Cars of French make or French type are also distinguished be- 
cause little or no attempt is made to muffle the noise of the engines or 
gears, while most American makers have given special attention to muf- 
fling, for silence on the road. Many of the more expensive of these caré 
are now made practically noiseless, and there is continual improvement { 
in this feature from year to year, with increasing difficulty in separat- § © 
ing one from another by sound alone. oH 

To the ear of an expert there are several other features which 
would give him a clew to the identity of a car he could not see—the 
sounds made by the various muffling devices, throttles, starting-clutches, 
or the chance blast of a horn. The horn of the six-cylinder car gives a

horn as a series of pulsations, because of the smaller number of explos- 
ions in the cylinders, whose exhaust is turned into the horn.

It was this wound 
that brought him to his deathbed, 26 
years later. Baker was then almost at 
the beginning of his professional career 
as a lawyer in Leavenworth. He was 
then hardly dreaming of political honors 
—least of all of coming into the line of 
ithe “Lane succession.’’ But even at 
that early time the strange fatality be- 
set him, to show increased power in 
after-years, and to end at last in death. 

Many years passed between the time 
of the Anthony-Thurston fight and the 
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his turn to the Lane seat in the Senate. 
During those years he lived the life ol 
a practicing lawyer, taking only an 0c- 
casional minor part in politics. His 
townspeople spoke of him as a man of 
the strictest integrity, with unusual 
mental gifts. So he was. He had few 
superiors at the Kansas bar; there was 
none who bore a better reputation.

For the preceding 10 years there 
had been a steady relaxing of the rules 
ef the diverce court procedure, amount- 
ing at times te an utter disregard of 
everything beyo! ~ the mere formality of 
filing a petition, securing a 10-minute 
hearing, and getting a decree almost as 
a matter of course. Some of the judges, 
in times past, fave actuall) indulged 
in friendly rivalry in the matter of 

setting a record” for quick action on 
the divorce docket, until these cases be- 
came mere grist in the legal mills. 

Many times applicants have filed bills 
of complaint, had,their cases docketed, 
caught the ear of an indulgent judge at 
some odd minute in the day, and se- 
cured their decrees, all within two or 
three hours’ time, In these cases, of 
course, there has not been even a shab- 
by pretense of getting at the real facts 
and determining thetr rea! merits. In 
every such proceeding it was only nec- 
exsary to “make a showing’ by # few 
words of testimeny, true or false. A 
few minutes “coaching” of the petition- 
er by a lawyer who knew his business 
easily fixed all that. 

When Judge Sutten was elected as 
one of Omaha's seven district judges, 
he knew these facts, as aid every mem 
ber of the bar there. He knew iat, 
while the divorce trade had increased 
nearly 280 per cent, Omahe’s populatto’.

Commercial travelers who registered 
occasionally at the Omaha hotels swore 
upon occasion in the divorce courts 
that they were “actual residents’ of 
the city. Women applicants’ frequently 
‘established residence” by stopping in 
town for an hour or two, then spend- 
ing the following six months in travel. 
returning at the end of the period and 
taking their deécrees. In other cases 
there has not been even this farce of 
formality; the applicants cheerfully 
perjuring themselves by swearing to a 
six-months’ residence when they had 
not seen the town until the very day of 
the hearing. 

Judge Sutton has stopped that lieht- 
hearted, free-and-easy practice. Under 
his reading of the law. the term of res- 
idence must have been filled out in per- 
fect good faith; and it must not have 
been established merely for the pur- 
pose of suing for divorce. 

That last clause of the ruling is the 
portion that has ruined the traffic. One 
who goes to Omaha for a divorce de- 
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cree and who lets it be known in 
way that such is his purpose, will 
sure to have his application denied, even 
though his case meets all other require- 
ments. 

Where the facts of a case or the mo- 
tives of a petitioner are in doubt. a 
court bailiff or a Constable is in- 
structed to investigate the circum- 
stances of the applicant’s residence, em- 
ployment and manner of living during 
the preceding six months. If it ap- 
pears that the applicant merely a4 
‘squatter,’ drawn by the town’s for- 
mer reputation, out goes with 
a lack of ceremony that him 
shocked and wondering.
